COLD WEATHER SETTING IN, 


(United Press.) 


Tokyo.—Nature haa taken a hand

Berlin and Moscow. Border clashes 
have. decreased noticeably since ‘the 
first polar blasts swept. down on. 
Manchuria across the Siberian 
plains Inte Iqst month. 

Soldiers on both sides are describ- 
ed-as suffering miserably on patrol 
and sentry duty. Even bandit or- 
ganisations havo lessened their ac- 
tivity, secking winter quarters in the

Watting for Spring, - 


‘TJapanese military ‘experts, many 
of whom have served through the 
North Manchurian winters them- 
selves, outlined the situation to the 
United Press and forcast there is 
little ‘possibility of extensive mili-

It was explained by counsel for 
the plaintiff that Chan Kwong 
Hing had five vhildren ond o for- 
eign wile, European names in 
addition to Chinese names being’

managing partier of the factory 
before his death in ‘November, 1986, 
and held the shares in the name of 
Puj.

AFRICA. 
Ir has been said that South Africa's 
worst problem after droughts is that 
of the ‘' poor white.’ In o country 
where the black man putnumbers 
the white by nearly seven to one, 
the idea of white poverty is Tee 
pugnant to the race which likes to 
look upon itself as the ruler—yet 
docs not‘realise, the danger that lies 
ut its door. In the towns there is 
apparently’ little. white poverty. 
The majority of artisans, the work- 
ers in the streets, even the very man 
who brings vegetables to the door, 
is a coloured man, cither a. native 
or an ‘Indian. White poverty docs 
not ‘obtrude itself’ Yet in the 
barren sun-scorched bnckveld the 
nation has 2 terrible skeleton in its 
cupboard. 
people in the Union nearly 180,000 
are below the level of a civilised 
‘standard of economic efficiency, 
which means that from 8 to 10 per 
cent. nre ekeing out an existence 
which ‘consists of barely keeping 
body and soul together.

‘Afriea’s economic future and that 
of, the: white man in particular.” 
Such measures will in time rob the 
‘dominating race of the virility bred 
from the buffetting of stern com- 
petitian, and will render it soft and 
wenk when “the crisis comes. His- 
tory has amply shown that nature 
and economic forces select the 
coddled,”, privileged clasq of any 
society for,destruction..
